4, 20, 21, 23, 24, 30, 33, 34, and 36 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The Finality and rejections of the previous office action have been withdrawn. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Brent Vecchia, Reg. No. 48,011, on March 27, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 20, line 1 1 : After "cache", insert -, wherein the data is to be stored to the 
hard disk drive if the mobile computer system is placed in a hibernation mode,- 
Claim 23, line 2: Replace "is" with -are-. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
including that of Uhruski, et al. and Burokas et al., fails to teach the combination 
including the limitation of: 

(Claim 1) "...waking the mobile computer system from the hibernation mode 
including loading the state from the first non-volatile memory cache instead of from the 
hard disk drive"; 

(Claim 20) "...wherein the data is to be restored from the first non-volatile 
memory cache instead of from the hard disk drive when the system is awoken from the 
hibernation mode"; 

(Claim 30) "...initiate a load sequence from the non-volatile memory cache rather 
than from the hard disk drive after being awoken from the hibernation mode". 

Claims 2, 3, 14, 21 , 23, 24, 33, 34, and 36 are allowed as being dependent upon, 
and thus incorporating therein, the allowable subject matter of the respective claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
